Heaf  testing  was  done  on  71  school  children  and  personnel, 
4  children  attended  the  Crippled  Children's  Clinics  in  Berlin,  and 
2  children  attended  the  Pediatric-Cardiology  Clinics  in  Lancaster. 
Both  pre-school  and  school  children  participated  in  the  Immun- 
ization Clinics  held  in  Groveton  in  the  Spring. 

Health  services  become  a  matter  for  community  concern  when 
an  individual  cannot  cope  without  them,  and  yet  they  are  beyond 
his  reach.  Health  care  services  are  primarily  directed  toward 
keeping  individuals  functional  as  long  as  possible.  To  achieve  this,, 
the  goal  for  each  community  must  be :  "The  right  service,  for  the 
right  patient,  in  the  right  place,  at  the  right  time,  and  at  the  right 
cost."  Hence,  the  community  must  move  into  action  when  the 
services  and  facilities  for  its  citizens  are  inadequate  or  unavailable. 

The  way  to  get  started  is  —  to  START.  Four  initial  steps  will 
be  useful: 

1.  Assess  your  needs  and  resources. 

2.  Seek  the  support  of,  and  involve  local  professional  per- 
sons, particularly  the  physicians  in  your  planning. 

3.  Develop  a  tentative  plan  for  action  which  is  the  right  size 
for  your  community — one  which  provides  short  and  long- 
term  goals  and  priorities. 

4.  Put  plan  into  action,  involving  local  citizens. 

I  urge  you,  as  a  community,  to  move  into  action,  so  that  all 
of  your  citizens  will  have  within  their  reach,  facilities  to  enable 
them  to  recapture,  retain  or  improve  degrees  of  usefulness  —  to 
themselves,  to  their  family  and  to  their  community. 

I  extend  my  gratitude  to  the  Citizens  of  Stark  for  their  co- 
operation during  the  past  year.

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Report  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools 

Again  it  is  my  privilege  and  pleasure  to  give  the  good  people 
of  Stark  the  Superintendent's  annual  report.  This  year  at  the 
opening  of  school  we  had  a  record  enrollment  with  some  IZ  stu- 
dents in  Grades  1-6.  The  true  quality  and  caliber  of  our  teachers 
at  Stark  was  shown  by  their  innovations  and  arrangement  of  the 
classroom  areas.  They  were  able  to  group  these  students  to  bet- 
ter facilitate  a  good  educational  program.  The  students,  of 
course,  must  be  congratulated  for  their  cooperation  for  you  have 
some  35  students  in  one  room.  Especially  in  the  size  of  our 
classrooms  in  Stark  you  are  pressed  for  elbow  room,  but,  again, 
with  the  patience  and  efforts  of  Mrs.  Martin  and  Mrs.  Jones 
we  are  getting  our  usual  quality  of  educational  programs  to  our 
students. 

We  had  high  hopes  that  this  year  would  be  another  banner 
year  for  educational  TV,  but  Channel  3  has  been  put  on  a  differ- 
ent circuit  and  is  under  UHF  Channel  which  we,  unfortunately, 
cannot  receive  so  we  have  to  be  content  with  the  programs  on 
Channel  8  which  do  not  give  us  the  scope  and  depth  we  were  used 
to  receiving  on  Channel  3. 

We  have  been  assured  by  Mr.  Brady,  Educational  Program 
Director  of  Channel  11,  WENH,  out  of  Durham,  they  are  trying 
to  get  a  booster  transmitter  in  Berlin.  This  will  make  it  possible 
to  receive  Channel  11  educational  programs. 

We  are  presently  working  with  the  Groveton  School  System 
in  coordinating  our  educational  offerings  so  they  will  parallel 
and  be  sequential  to  the  offerings  our  students  receive  in  the 
Groveton  Elementary  School.  This  is  of  great  importance  so  that 
our  students  will  be  able  to  fit  right  into  the  high  school  pro- 
gram the  same  as  the  Groveton  students.  We  do  not  want  to 
handicap  any  of  our  children  especially  in  the  background  of 
educational  programs.  We  have  been  able  to  share  educational 
media  such  as  reference  materials,  textbooks,  etc.  with  the  Grove- 
ton system  and  through  Title  II  we  have  been  able  to  get  extra 
reference  materials,  filmstrips,  etc.  on  a  loan  basis  from  Super- 
visory Union,  No.  58  material  reference  pool.  This  has  provided 
us  with  a  much  needed  enrichment  program. 

Along  with  enrichment,  we  have  had  the  good  fortune  of 
having  two   EFYE   students   from  the   Educational   Farm   Youth 
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Exchange  Program.  This  program  was  explained  by  two  girls, 
one  who  had  traveled  in  Switzerland  and  one  to  the  United  King- 
dom. They  gave  a  full  hour  program  and  showed  especially  fine 
slides  and  explained  and  narrated  the  slides  as  they  v»/^ent  along. 
Both  the  students  felt  that  the  EFYE  program  was  an  outstand- 
ing program,  not  only  just  for  them,  but  for  the  way  in  which 
they  have  been  received  in  other  foreign  countries. 

This  year,  also,  saw  participation  in  the  Arise  enrichment 
programs.  The  first  one  was  by  Mr.  Trippett  who  gave  an  out- 
standing slide  and  oration  plus  personal  experiences  in  the  great 
north  country  of  Alaska.  Mr.  Trippett  has  lived  there  for  several 
years  and  gave  many  fine  insights  and  a  depiction  of  the  people, 
the  land,  and  the  educational  programs  that  were  in  Alaska.  The 
Dickens  Christmas  Carol  was  given  in  the  Groveton  auditorium 
as  well  as  were  the  Tales  of  Hoffman.  We  would  like  to  per- 
sonally thank  at  this  time  Mr.  D'Anjou,  Mrs.  Jones,  Mrs.  Martin, 
Mrs.  Donald  Croteau,  and  Mr.  Joseph  Donovan  for  providing 
us  transportation  and  for  their  cooperation  in  getting  our  stu- 
dents to  the  Arise  projects. 

Last  May  the  6th  Grade  made  a  trip  to  Cannon  Mountain  to 
view  at  first  hand  the  tramway  and  the  flume.  Mrs.  Alvert 
Boivan  and  Mrs.  Martin  were  the  chaperones  and  chauflfeurs. 

It  is,  also,  to  be  noted  that  some  of  our  stalwart  athletes 
worked  out  with  the  6th,  7th,  and  8th  Grade  soccer  program  con- 
ducted in  Groveton  this  year.  It  is  hoped  that  this  program  can 
be  extended  into  basketball  and  baseball.  Mr.  D'Anjou  again 
cooperated  in  seeing  that  the  boys  got  transported  into  Grove- 
ton with  Mr.  Normandeau  and  his  bus  and  Mr.  John  Pepau  saw 
to  it  that  the  boys  got  home  in  the  evening.  The  help  that  the 
aforementioned  people  have  given  regarding  transporting  our 
students  may  seem  a  small  matter,  but  it  just  shows  what  co- 
operation and  coordination  can  do  to  assist  with  giving  our  stu- 
dents a  little  extra  that  normally  would  not  have  been  available 
to  them. 

Mrs.  Martin  and  Mrs.  Jones  have  made  surveys  of  our  read- 
ing program  for  the  Science  Research  Associates,  Inc.  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  State  Department  of  Education.  This  survey  was 
done  for  we  feel  we  have  an  outstanding  program  working  with 
SRA  and  I,  also,  feel  that  the  State  Department  were  of  the  same 
mind. 

Mrs.  Martin  and  Mrs.  Jones  have  just  completed  an  Exten- 
sion Course   from   Plymouth   State  College   in   Geometry  for   the 
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elementary  teacher.  This  deals  with  the  rudiments  in  the  teach- 
ing of  Geometry  from  kindergarten  through  the  elementary 
grades.  Again,  Groveton  has  donated  some  extra  reference  mat- 
erials and  books  to  further  correlate  the  Math  program. 

A  very  fine  Christmas  program  and  party  was  given  at  the 
Town  Hall  and  we  had  some  38  guests  in  attendance. 

Again,  we  would  like  to  personally  thank  the  students,  the 
parents,  and  the  teachers  for  their  patience  and  appreciate  any 
inconvenience  they  went  through  during  the  period  of  time  when 
we  were  having  difficulty  with  our  furnace.  The  cooperation  of 
the  town  fathers  is  to  be  noted  for  with  their  help  and  assistance 
while  our  school  building  was  closed  down  for  two  days  we  were 
able  to  have  school  in  the  Town  Hall.  Again,  this  shows  the  true 
New  England  spirit  of  cooperativeness  and  team  work.  We  now 
have  a  new  furnace  and  we  feel  that  this  inconvenience  will  not 
come  up  again. 

It  all  in  all  has  been  a  fine  year  which  I  feel  has  been  edu- 
cationally rewarding  and  informative  to  our  students,  teachers, 
and  our  good  friends,  the  people  of  Stark.
